Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Urban  District 
for  the  year  ended  Jlst  December,  194^*  As  in  the  preceding 
year  the  Report  is  an  interim  report  in  which  only  urgent 
matters  affecting  the  public  health  receive  attention* 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  calls  for  little 
comment.  Taking  into  consideration  the  increase  in  the 
population  and  its  constant  changeability  due  to  troop 
movements  and  the  reception  of  persons  evacuated  from  danger- 
ous areas  on  account  of  air  raids,  the  fact  that  the  number 
of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  has  remained  at 
about  the  normal  figure  for  the  year  must  be  regarded  with 
satisfacti on* 

The  birth  and  death  rates  for  the  year,  10*3  and  13*7 
respectively,  are  both  below  the  rates  for  the  country 
as  a whole,  and  shew  little  departure  from  the  average  for 
the  district.  The  deaths  from  cancer  have  declined  to  5? 
all  females,  a noteworthy  decrease  from  the  preceding  year 
in  which  deaths  attributable  to  this  cause  wore  14. 

Rainfall* 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  25*33  inches,  the  average 
for  the  10  previous  years  being  23 o do  inches.  The  first  half 
of  the  year  was  exceptionally  dry,  only  S.lc  t nches  of  rain 
being  recorded,  whereas  in  sharp  contrast,  ip.  c he  nion  oh  of 
July  torrential  rains  were  responsible  for  c,33  inches.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area» 

Water,' 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity 
and  quality.  The  consumption  of  water  has  shewn  a marked 
increase  which  is  attributable  to  the  occupation  of  many 
dwelling-houses  by> troops  and  the  billeting  of  evacuated 
persons  in  others.  In  most  cases  'water  meters  have  been 
installed  in  houses  in  military  occupation.  The  figures  for 
1940  are  given  below

One  new  service  has  been  connected  during  the  year* 

Drainage  and  Sewerage* 

The  drainage  system  has  functioned  efficiently  and  no 

instance  of  flooding  has  occurred  this  year. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  maintained, 
all  house  refuse  now  being  disposed  of  by  incineration.  The 
important  question  of  salvage  has  received  the  close  attention 
of  the  Council,  all  refuse  of  value  in  the  war  effort,  such  as 
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paper,  tins,  bones  and  rage  being  collected  and  despatched 
to  the  salvage  authorities, 

A special  salvage  week  was  held  in  September# 

Nuisances, 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  eight  Sanitary  Notices  during 
the  year,  one  of  which  entailed  legal  proceedings  before 
abat ement. 

Camping  Sites, 

Three  of  the  five  licensed  camping  sites  have 
been  in  the  occupation  of  the  Military  Authority,  The  number 
of  persons  occupying  dwellings  on  the  remaining  sites  is  now 
small.  The  sites  were  inspected  at  regular  intervals  and 
found  to  be  well  conducted. 

Housing. 

Building  activity  has  only  been  slight,  one  new 
dwelling-house  being  erected  during  the  year. 

Notices  to  remedy  housing  defects  were  complied  with 
without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 

Slaughter  Houses, 

There  are  five  licensed  slaughter  houses.  No 
slaughtering  of  beasts  has  taken  place,  all  the  meat  for  the 
district  being  obtained  from  the  municipal  abattoirs  in 
Hull.
